Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 7-18 and 28-30 have been allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner*s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed inventions pertain to processing an order for a security on the trading floor 
of a stock exchange. 

The claimed invention(s) as recited in claims 1-5 and 7-21 are distinguished from the 
most relevant prior art as follows: 

Peterson et al. (US Pat. 5,797,002) teach a two-way wireless system for processing equity 
trading orders. The trading orders are managed by a clerk who monitors the volume of incoming 
orders and forwards instructions to a broker or a specialist on the floor for execution of the order. 

Peterson considered as the closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest unique 
feature recited in claims 1-5 and 7-21 of allocating a symbol of a security to a floor broker ID, 
wherein the allocating is accomplished by an automated process executed by a computerized 
order management apparatus and subsequently an order message comprising a request to trade 
the security through a computer server is routed to a handheld computing device associated with 
the floor broker ID to which the symbol is allocated.
